About ono luilo hack I'idih li-.ikn St. 
Clair, at Hloiiy Toint, somo litti.'ou 
miles above Wiiulsor, sstotxl a riiLhor 
large frame houso which was the resi- 
dence of Francis jSfailloiix, his wife 
and seven children, the oldest hovoii- 
toen yearH of ago, and tlu! vnuiif^e.st 
eight months. The hoiisn was liwili, <if 
bowed logs with c'hqil m .aids on the 
outside, and coUHisted ol' a ni.ain part 
■with two stories and a kitchen addi- 
tion at the rear end. In the front 
part of the lower story was a bedroom , 
in which Mr. Maillou.x, his wife, the 
baby and the oldest chdd wore sleep- 
ing. The upper story cuiitainod two 
large rooms, which wore sc panitoil by 
a small hall and stairway. In the front 
room, upstairs, the remaining liv.> 
children were sleeping. i;el\veoii the 
stairway and the bedroom occupied by 
the parents was the diuiugroom, and 
the lower portion of the stairway was 
between the diuingroom and the kitch- 
en. 

■ About nine o'clock Wednesday night 
Mr. Mailloux and his wife were awak- 
ened by the struggles of the baby, 
which was in the bed with them, and 
immediately they discovered that their 
room was tilled with smoke. To .spring 
from bed with the baby in their 
arms and to awaken the oldest child 
was but the work of aa instant. Tlien 
tiiey opened the door intu the ilining- 
room with the intention of going out 
at thi side door and also to awaken 
the children upstairs. There they 
were met by a wall of fire, c>c:endiiig 
across the opposite side of the dining- 
room and driving them back with its 
awful heat. Closing the door, :\lr. 
Mailloux passed through the bedroom 
and parlour and out at the front door, 
followed by his wife with the baby 
and eldest child. Taking them to a 
safe distance from the h(mse, Mr. 
Mailloux turned to give the alarm to 
the remainder of the family, and saw a 
small, (iuivering llaiuo struggling 
through the roof, which was comple- 
tely overshadowed with thick and 
dense volumes of smoke. Then it was 

' that he saw a sight ealculatod to shako 
the stoutest heart. The chamber bo- 
came suddenly lighted, and ho cimid 
see that it was filled with .smoke. Still 
none of the children appeared. He 
went to the side door and found the 
stairway a mass of fire. He returned 
to the front door and dashed into tho 
room, wild with fear, and for a minute 
was lost to sight. When ho rotuniod 
his hands were badly burned, and Ins 
hair, whiskers, and eyebrows were 
singed. He was met by his Nvifc, and 
together thoy loohod at the chainlM i- 
window. There they saw iiulisi/iicaly 
through the smoke the forms of their 
children frantically waving their 
hands and feebly struggling t.. reach 
the sash. One by one they disa]. 
peared until only two romaiiied m 
(light, and just then a ]>an(! of ;:;-!aHs 
was shattered, the fia-iuents as tiiey 
flow being CulUnvcd liy a cloud of 
smoke which hid tlie window for sev- 
eral minutes, during which time Mr. 
and Mrs. Mailloux could only watch, 
hoping that from the dark canopy 
above their children would drop into 
their outstretched arms, 'i'iie iiunut(-s 
Boomed hours; the suspense was awlul 
and only the rush and roar of tiie 
flames was heard. Suddenly with a 
sharp and short crash of glass, the 
■window above their lieads, where l>iit 
a short time before they had seen 
their children sent forth a huge, hot 
barof ilame,driving the now thorough- 
ly distracted parents away from be- 
neath it,and telling with terrible brev- 
ity and Hud fato of their lit t ie ones. All 
tbatc.Kihll)0 had been done I .y llie |,ii!-..'nl 
and returning to the two surviviie; 
children they gave themselves over 
completely to their grief, whore they 
wore found shortly after by then- 
neighbours. The nearest iieighhour 
lived half a mile aw;iy, and it is i)r(j- 
bablo that no assistance would have 
arrived had it not been for Hector 
Predhommo, of Windsor, who, while 
riding about a milo away saw the 
flames and gave (ho alarm. Soon 
there wore fifteen or twenty ])ersoiis at 
the scene, and while some of them at- 
tended to the grief-stricken parents, 
tha others turnetl their attention to 
extinguishing the flames. Aft(tr an 
hbdr'B hard work the fire was out. 
1 -Then began the sad search for tho 

'• l)odic». LftBt eeea near tho front win- 



dow the search for the children began 
at that point, but they were not there. 
At last in a corner of the room, about 
fifteen feet away from the window, 
were found clustered together in a 
sickening, horrible heap, the reniains 
of the live unfortunate ones. They 
were not distinguishable, there being 
no clothing, nothing but bones and 
portions of limbs. Tho details arc loo 
horrible to relate, but mivy be realizotl 
when it is stated that when collected 
they were placed in an ordinary flour 
barrel and occupied about half the 
Siiaco therein. 

It is nut known how or whcio tho 
tire originated, but it is supposed that 
it began in tho kitchen. 

^Ir. ^Inilloux and his wife are both 
badly burned about the face and anus, 
and as yet have not boon in a conili- 
tion t<j relate their frantic etl'orts to 
save the lives of their children; but 
that they did struggle hard is phiinly 
shown by the severe nature of their 
wounds. 

Mr. A. B, Stockwell , erstwhile of ^^'all 
Street, New York, where, utter a brief 
dashing career, he was finally cleaned 
out on Pacific Mail, has turnod up on 
the English turf in a new rolo, his ex- 
ploits ill which have astouisheil the 
British turfmen. In ]>artiierslii]) with 
a notorious gauibliiig Loril, Stockwell 
entered for the late great race for 
three-year-olds, a horse which the 
boot-makers and betters with ono ac - 
cord ]uit down aa certain to como out 
second in the race. Having talked 
moderately on their nag, Stockwell 
;'Jid his iKirtner bought the favorite 
"i'eirarcli," carefully letting tho fact 
leak out, to create tho impression that 
they meant to save their bets on the 
other nags by having Petrarch ridden 
to lose the race. Thereupon the know- 
ing ones who know StoekwoH's roput- 
atiou on this side of the water, but 
heavily against the favorite, ruuniug 
the odds up to 25 to 1, which Stock- 
well and his partner (juietly took, entering' 
tlio favorito to win wliieh ho did. Thoy 
aro roportoJ to havo cleared an enoriiioiis 
sum bv tlio trick, which tlie l^iinlisli, 
stniu^'i.' ii-i it may seem, Imven't done w on- 
deriuL; at yet, whili; in Wall ntreet where 
Sto(dvW(dl was so easily cleiinod out, Iho 
wondor is that there are men on ( ho lln^; 
lish turf, or auywlioro ebe, who are sueli 
innocents as to bo taken in by him.

Canadian Pacific Railway— 
The Western Terminus. 

The official advortisemont from tlio 
Public Works Department, Ottawa, 
calling for tenders for the construc- 
tion of the Canadian Pacific Eailway, 
would seein lo indicate a determina- 
tion on the part of the Dominion to 
push the work on to completion. A 
few days ago we explained the method 
by which it was proposed to bring the 
provisious of tho Kaihvay Act into ef- 
fect, and expressed the belief that the 
plan would prove practicable. The 
Toronto "Mail," received Monday 
evening, contains a leading article on 
tho Bcheme and "en pnsstiut" refers to 
au article that appeared in tho" Globe" 
of the previous day on the general 
scheme and tho route through British 
Columbia. The "Globe" of that date 
has not reached us; but wo gather 
from the "Mail" article that tho form- 
er paper had stated that the Western 
Terminus would bo fit Dean Canal, 
300 miles north of Victoria. Hays the 

Mail • , . 

"It was but yestonlny, bel'ori' luiy luti- 
niatiou, oflioiul or noini-ofliL'iiil, wan iiiiulc, 
that wo expressed the liupe that Mr. Miir- 
kenzie would not select a terminus lor 
tho railway on the Pacific ocean as far 
north as Dean Inlot. Tho organ now tolls 
us thnt this iiih t 'would appo.av to have 
been settled upon as the liust routo, both 
a3 regards lenylh, grades, aud cheapness 
of construction, as eoiupared witii any 
Other line examined." l-'roni the most 
southerly routo Mr. Mackenzie has gone 
to the most northerly. That it is the 
shortest route is no doubt true; it is pro- 
bable, also, that tho gradients and curves 
aro comparatively easy. 15ut it has many 
drawbacks. For hidulrods of miles (he 
railway icill run Ihrotcjh a country utterly 
barren of vegetation — so barren that even the 
auppHes/or the workmen will hare lo be 
canvet/ed thither from San Francisco. Then, 
the nature of the ocean currents is such- a 
subject we shall not fjo into hcre-that while 
the northern terminus iciU shorten the route 
from Cliina, It will lengthen greatly Uie 
royaqe to that country and Japan. This 
route, too, will take'tho railway far away 
from everything in the shape of hottle- 
ment, which has naturally settled in the 
more genial climate of the south, and on 
such cultivablo tracts of laud as ore to be 
found iu tho rmvinco. We do not de- 
sire, on this parlieular question, to speak 
ilogmatically ; hut wo cannot help think- 
ing that tho" selection of Dean Inlet is a 
most serious mistake." 

Tho 'Mail' has stated some of tho 
objections to the Dean routo, but not 
all. "We have before us as wo write 
a chart prepared by the Coast Survey 
when conducted by Capt. Pender of 
the Koyal Navy. Tho only entrance 
to Deau Canal is by Fitzhugh Sound, 
a narrow stretch of water about 80 
miles iu length and from a quarter to 
two miles in width. On its west side 
lie a chain of small islands. On its 
east side is the rockbound coast of the 
mainland with the eternally snow- 
capped Cascade range that seem to 
touch the clouds. This Sound, it will 
be understood, cannot be navigated by 
sailing vessels, being too narrow to 
admit of "beating" up or down; but 
were "beating" possible there is no 
safe anchorage. In the Sound the 
depth of water ranges as high as 131 
fathoms. In but one case is there a 
record of 20 fathoms— the soundings 
elsowhero being 35, 56, 76, 80 and so 
ou until a depth of 131 fathoms is 
reached. A|tiuii, in the length and 
breadth of this chain of islands or on 
the Mainland shore Ihero is not a har- 
bor, cove or inlel whore a vessel of 
700 tons burthen could iiud Hhellor 
froiu a storm, or where a coniniercial 
town could bo built. Safety C(jvo, 
an indentation in tbo Eastern sido of 
ono of tho chain, is abo\it an eighth of 
a juilc broad by ono milo long. Tho 
Houndiugs bore aro sot down as from 
to 20 fathoms, and the cove is ox- 
posed to the full force of an easterly 
or southeasterly gale. There are one 
ur two other coves, smaller even than 
Safety Cove, that aro still more expos- 
ed to gales and aro unapproachable 
by any but small coasting vessels. 
Passing up Fitzhugh Bounil wo come 
to Dean Canal, which is nothing more 
than a deep ravine opened into the 
Cascade Range by a convulsion of na- 
ture ages ago. Tho mountains ap- 
proach to tho water's edge on either 
Hide and souiulings are from 25 to 100 
fathoms close iushoru. There is no 
anohorage in the Canal and no cove 
where a seagoing sail or steam vessel 
could anchor. A strong current makes 
down tbo inlot, ovon breasting back the 
Hood tide. At tho head of tho Inlet — 
wo have il on tho aulhorily of an eye- 
witness — a survey party took sound- 
ings four weeks ago and got from fifty 
to sixty fathoms of water thoro. To 
which wo may add that the Otter Ibuiid

Canal we leave tho reader to imagine 
after a perusal of these facts. 

To select this spot — which has prac- 
tically no sca-apj)roaches, no anchor- 
ages, no safe harbors, and which is 
closed by ice for at least five months 
of the year — as the terminus of the 
overland railway would bo to strangle 
the project in its infancy. A railway 
from Dean Canal wo^dd run through a 
a country destitulo of vegetation and 
with no life-supporting rcsonrcos to 
contribute to local traffic, and as tho 
terminus would be unapproiK'liid)lo 
from tho sea, no portion of tbo 
Eastern trade would roll over the road. 
The 'Globe' has been misled. Tho 
line to he selected for the Canadian 
Pacific Railway needs something more 
than easy gradients, favorable curves 
and short distances to roconunond it 
to tho nation. It needs a good harbor 
at each end- -a harbor approacbablo at 
all hours, by day or night, and into 
which a ship may run with her eyes 
shut. Dean Canal fails to "fill the 
bill" or meet any of tho rcfiuircunents 
of a terminus, aud wore it linally 
adopted as such by tho (lovornmont 
wo hesitate not to say that the blunder 
would bo regarded in no other light 
than a public calamity. The national 
wealth would be worse than dissipated 
in the construction of tho road, and no 
capitalist clothed in his right mii'd 
would bo found to tender to maintain 
it for twonty-livo years at four per 
cent, interest on any sum that tho ro- 
sources of tho country could pay. -No; 
tho ' vJlobo' is wrong. Thoro i.s not 
the slightest fi'ar of Doan Canal being 
chosen by Mr. Mackenzie's (bivorn- 
nient as the terminus of tho Canada 
Pacific Itnibvay.

liiqnor Zjioense Court. 

A court for tho granting of now licjnm- 
licenses within the city limits for the en- 
suing term of six montha was held yes- 
terday before His Worship tho Mayor, 
His Honor, 11. C. Courtney, P. M., and 
K. P. Uithet, Esii., J. P. 

The business transacted was very slight, 
there being no ajiplications for now li- 
censes and under the o.vistiiig act applica- 
tions for renewal nro uuiioeccsaary. 

An application for the transfer of a li- 
cense previonjiy granted in the name of 
Warner & Baggazoui to the firm of I. 
Ruggazoni A- Sou wos grnntod. 

Messrs. Taylor, (!ullins \- Stronach ap- 
peared in coui't in comnliance witli a iio- 
titicatiou retpiesting their altoiulanco. 

With reference to t lii> houses kept by 
those |)ublicans tho Mayor asked tho In- 
spector of Police if he Lad any complaints 
to make. 

The Inspector replied that a great deal 
of whisky wiii(di fell into the hands (d' 
Indian consumers was traceable to Tay- 
lor's promises, but outside of this fact he 
did not know that tho house ^;avo the 
polii-e nioi-e trouble tlian any other. .A.i 
to Collins' premises, rows in connection 
with sailors frequently crigiiiated and 
trouble ensued, and in regard to Stron- 
ach's plaeoa very rough crowd frequented 
it ami several robberies, although not 
actually coraniittod in tho house, resulted 
from "jobs ])ut np" by piu'sinis haii^aiig 
ai-iinnd the premi.-ii!3. A hxid er^wii. he 
added, was ahvaya to be fouml around 
Taylor's house. 

Mr. J. E. McMillan, J. P., hei-e asked 
tho bench if they were aworo that a squaw 
dance-bouse was oouueoted with Taylor's 
house. 

The li!sp(>ctor S'liil that the plaoo was 
liconai'd by tho eorperatiou.aiid tho Ijiundi 
iiitimaltul that they were now dealing with 
liquor lic(>nsi's. 

i\Ir. McMillan aaiil that no matter where 
the license for tho danco-houso I'.ime 
from, it was a disgrace to the city. 

Tho Mayor, oddrossing Meaara. Taylor, 
C!ollius and Stronach, said that tho bench 
was bound to take cognizance of the com- 
plaints made by th(! I'oli<'e Inspector and 
that it was hia duty to call the olVeiuling 
parties to account. Although it was not 
tho intention of the bench to revoke or 
suspend any license on the present occi 
sion, he would caution thoni that any 
cause for a repetition of tho complaiuts 
wouhl jeopardize their priviU'ges. 

Mr. Taylor submitted tliat no robberies 
luul ever taken ]dai'oin his house and that 
ho iiad never sold more than a bottle of 
whisky to any man ut a time. It was itn- 
possiblt! for iiim always to tell if his cus- 
tomer.; were roughs or not, and be did not 
know what thoy iutondetl to <li) with the 
liquor they purchased. 

The Mayor said that somi' of tho liijuor 
purchased and sold to Indians was realiy 
nothing but rank jjoison. 

The Police Magistrate, addressing tho 
publicans, said that since his occupancy 
of ollice a large nunibor of Indian whisky 
selling cases had come under hia notice. 
Under the Act of last session, whi< li 
would come into force on and after tho 2d 
of July next, the bench, consiHtiiig of the 
Mayor, I'ldico Magistrate ami one or lU 're 
.1. Ps., had tb.e power to revoke or sua 
petid any license, on a i'oni|)hiint lodged 
by the police, for any jieriod thought lit, 
and he woidd cautiou them that if after 
the 2d July any such complaints were 
made against their honse.'! he would eon- 
sider it his ibity to take steps to convene 
the court and deal with the oll'enco as tlie 
law provided. Tho law was very strict 
with refertuiee to supplying li i|ni'ir to In- 
dians, and although a piibhcan ilid not 
a<'tnally make the sale himself to tho In- 
dian, it held him responsible if it was 
known -thot he connived at the sale. Ho 
(tho Police Magistrato) intended to set 
his face against this vending of ])oi-ionoun 
li<luor and hoped that every Justice of 
llie Peace would do the sauie. In the 
ease of Ccdlins ioi knew for a fai-t that li- 
quor which had been sold to Indians for 
81.12>i cents per bottle came from his 
house and it wos nothing more nor less than 
vile tilth, and ho could not ledp thinking 
that any perR(jii who would engage in 
such traflic was not a lit and proper jier- 
Hon to hold a licenso, and he would warn 
him -Collin*- -that if coniplainis on this 
score were made in future his license 
would be iu danger of being revoked. 
Taylor'a house gave more trouble to tho 
Police and Police Court than any house 
in town. He had lieunl of nnniernus 
comphiiiita whore Hailoni w'ere allowed to 
ran up bdls for liijuor and cigars chiirg(;d 
at exorbitant rates ami thou eoniiielled 
to give up advauco notes for 850 or jjtio 
in ))ayment for tho same, besides having 
their clothes retained in liquidation of 
board bills, A:c. Three or four parties 
lodging in rooms belonging to Stronach 
had been convicted of selling liquort<i In- 
dians and of other oll'enccs.anil then,, ('ou Id 
1)0 no doubt the liquor sold came dii-ecl 
from Stronach's house. He would repeat 
for the b(Miclit ^>^ those present that any 
person conniving at the sah; of li(jiior to 
Indians — i. e. Boiling liquor to imrtioa 
who were known to have been convicted 
of Indian liquor trafTio— was hold just as 
culiJablfl as tho unfortunate wr(;t(di who 
actual ly elVtJCted tho sale, and was liable 
to both fine and imprisonment with hard 
lidior. Ill' therefori) doHircd to point out 
tlie severity of tlio law and cautiou them 
to conduct their huusoa ijroporly in fu- 
ture.

Three deaths 
occurred yesterday and three are re- 
ported this morning with three or four 
more momentarily expected. Tho 
disease is increasing in viruloiico and 
more striupfent inoaHuros aro doinaud- 
ed on tlio part of olliciaLy. Tho doath 
rate for this week haa been tho Loav- 
iost since the reorganization of the 
health office in 1870, amounting to 
i;!8, of which 73 wore children under 
5 years of ago. The Hinall-]ju\ is wide- 
ly Bcattered iu all purtioiia of the city. 
The peculiarity of tho disease is the 
number of cases reported of nursing 
infants taken with it and tho other 
members of the family' thus far escap- 
ing. Two deaths of that kind havo 
occurred and several others aro im- 
minent.
